This method of decoration is called figuring in UK, and was commonplace 
on the brass front panels of electrical instruments (particularly Morse 
telegraph equipment) in the 19th century.

glued to a wooden dowel, mounted in chuck of pillar drill, then lacquered 
afterwards for protection.

The machinist started in one corner and went in random 
directions, in one continuous trail, until he had filled the total 
surface of the brass.

Resistance measurements on transformers aren't useful unless you 
have a schematic for that transformer that gives resistances. Even 
the resistance on either side of center tap won't be the same 
because one of the windings (the outer one) is longer than the 
other. Ah, there should be _some_ resistance, of course. 


A better deal is to use a 12 volt transformer to supply the 
primary. Secondary voltages should read 1/10 of normal. The 
voltage on either side of the center tap should be the same. 

If it isn't, part of the winding is shorted, and will make the 
transformer run hot. The high voltage shouldn't be higher than 
the voltage rating of the first filter cap (DC) divided by 1.5, 
in volts AC. Yes, the peak volts is 1.414 (root 2) times the 
AC, but a little safety factor doesn't hurt. So, 450 volt caps 
would want 300 VAC max on either side of center tap, or 600 VAC 
across the plates of the 5U4. The 5 VAC winding for the 5U4 
should be isolated from the other windings, and should show no 
resistance to ground if you unhook the B+ from the 5U4 pins. 


If the primary has a shorted layer, all of the secondaries will 
read high. A quick test is to pull the 5U4, turn the set on, 
and check the 6.3 volt line. Over 6.5, with a good meter, would 
be a problem. 7 VAC would be a bad transformer (or meter).

Before I got the e-mail today I spent 7 hours on the beast last 
night.

Disconnected everything. 


Checked the transformer. 
Bill Hawkins was correct on his view that the resistance 
measurements are not that useful. Good information here. 


Checked the voltages with no load 7.06, 5.65, 252 either side 
of the center tap - 505 total. 


Replaced the open coil type filter choke that heats and smokes 
in a few seconds with a black crinkle coat monster I had 

bought from Fair radio. (tests to about 10.5 Henrys instead 

of 8). This choke is encased in grounded metal. 

I still stand by my story that I had 1 plus inch sparks from 
the + side of the 40 mfd cap to the open windings of the filter 
choke. 


Gradually reconnected the entire power supply including OB2. 
The only external connection was to the tube filaments. 
Everything was fine. 


Attached the lead to the Audio transformer - OK. 

Attached the next lead coming out of the OB2 - OK. 

Attached the last lead that goes from between the filter choke 
and the OB2 to the grid and plate of the audio tube plus just 
about everything in the rest of the rig. 

No good! OB2 goes out and filter choke starts to heat up! 


The key to the rest of this debugging - If the OB2 is lit I'm 
in good shape! From here it was disassemble and trace this 
circuit through the rest of the rig. I've long since lost my 
place in the schematic. Eventually I ended up deep inside the 
band switch area. 

Aha! one of the filter cans has been desoldered before. 

At this point I hear Allan Fritsche's maniacal laughter. 

(Aha ha ha - it's yet another HQ-145 IF can story....) 
Actually I donit know which one it is, but it's a mess. 

The core is gone. The coil form is 75% completely missing. 


The coils themselves are a jumbled bunch of wires glued together. 


The leads are frayed and shorted to the can.

twisted a stuck core until it broke and then removed all the 
broken pieces?

Under 
emergency conditions, nobody cares about speed of tx or rx. All scouts 
know SOS in Morse, right? There are many reports over the years of non-CW 
rigs being keyed by bringing two wire ends together. 


2000 will mark the end of a long era. I do hope the younger 
"“whippersnappers" will keep the romance of CW going thru the next 
century. To completely abandon it, would be to abandon the very core 
archive of radio itself. 

An aside: I remember in about 1989 or 1990 being invited by a railroad fan 
to witness a nation-wide hook up over xtelegraph*x lines of a network of 
telegraphers. We went to an old train station in the boondocks. Hundreds 
of telegraph staions were connected simultaneously in a giant party line 
(by Western Union?). 


Old style mechanical telegraph sounders were used for rx. Some of the 
participants were extreme OT's (pushing 100 in years). I was told it might 
be the last time for this. I brought along an electronic keyer for the 
OT's to play with. They'd never seen such a thing before. It was 
fascinating.
